3. (Amended) The eukaryotic cell of claim 1 [or 2] wherein the chimeric receptor is a 
multimeric or multimerizing receptor. 

4. (Amended) The eukaryotic cell of claim 1, [claim 2, or claim 3 ? ] wherein said second 
recombinant gene is functionally incorporated after a constitutive promoter. 
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5. (Amended) The eukaryotic cell of [any one of claims 1 through 4] claim 1 wherein said 
reporter system is activated as a result of a ligand binding to said chimeric receptor. 



11. (Amended) A method of screening for compounds that interfere with the binding of a 
ligand with the extracellular part of a chimeric receptor and/or with the signaling pathway of the 
cytoplasmic part of a chimeric receptor, the method comprising: 

providing the eukaryotic cell of [any one of claims 1 through 10] claim 1 : 

reacting a series of compounds with said eukaryotic cell; and 

determining the activity of each element of said series of compounds. 

14. (Amended) A kit, comprising a eukaryotic host cell and one or more transformation 
vectors, which upon the transfection of said cell with said vector or vectors, results in the eukaryotic 
cell of [any one of claim 1 through 10] claim 1 .
